Mayor Ainlay explain. | 
ed that lack of equipment, and) 
shortage of manpower had pre- 
vented proper maintenance ot 
roadways and sidewalks. | 

MAYOR HARRY AINLAY, CDA 
appealing for support of CDA alder-| 
manic and public school board can-| 
didates said the Calder district 
was naturally interested in the 
city's transportation problem. He} 
said a start had been made to 
bring the trolley buses to Calder, 
but shortage of cement and other) 
materials has prevented the com-| 
pletion of the project. He added 
that negotiations are being carried 
on with the CNR officials for an} 
over-head road at 124 street. If) 
this can be achieved, six blocks | 
can be cut off from the present 
route. He was of the opinion the | 
buses would be operating into Cal-| 
der next year. 


He appealed to the Calder resi- 
dents to demonstrate to the world 
that the people of Edmonton 
appreciate their democratic rights | 
and that there is a liv. inter- 
est here in the welfare of the city 

F, J. SPEED (Independent, may- 
oralty and school board), said that 
if he were elected mayor, Edmon- 
ton would have a new railway 
hotel to cost $10,000,000 and the 
“finest city hall in Western Can- 
ada” would be the building now 
being used as the Macdonald hotel 

He urged that the city stood in 
greater need of a decent city hall 
than an auditorium and stressed 
that if municipal regulations had 
permitted it, he would have advo 
cated this project as a plank in 
his platform many years «go. 

One of his first acts, if he were 
made mayor of the city, would be 
the elimination of the “booby 
traps” set along Jasper avenue, he 
said in reference to the safety 
islands recently installed at impor- 
tant intersections in the city. 

The motorist, Mr. Speed said, 
knows traffic regulations, even 
though the pedestrian may not and 
said that most city motorists would 
respect a line on the pavement. 

For 13 years, this city has been 
making use of his ideas without) 
giving him any of the credit for 
them, Mr. Speed claimed, and 
while he had the greatest respect 
for Mayor Harry Ainlay, the may- | 
or had “done nothing” since assu- 
ming office.

1946 a contract was let to increase 
the water reserve for the Calder 
district, street gravelling has been 
done where petitions requested it, 
and playground and library facili 
ties have been brought practicall) 
to the residents’ doors. Considera 
tion is being given to providing « 
more direct route from Calder to 
the centre of the city. 

ALD. J. M. DOUGLAS, Citizen's 
Committee, said he had taken an 
interest in civic affairs since his 
arival here more tian 50 years ago 
He said the city was a difficult 
one to govern because of its exten- 
sive townsite, adding that the Cit- 
izen's Committee members, in con- 
trol of council, had provided good 
government as reflected in the 
city's sound financial position. He 
said that shortage of manpower 
and materials had retarded many 
improvements planned several 
years ago. His only election pro- 
mise, he said, was to do his best 
in the execution of his aldermanic 
duties without discrimination 
any section of the community, 

P. J, GWYNNE, (Civic Demo- 
cratic Alliance, aldermanic), said 
that though he was supporting the 
CDA platform, he had told the con 
vention at which he was nominated 
that he could not and would not 
support the plank of the new civic 
auditorium.

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The Two Year Term 


Edmonton citizens will be asked on 
November 5 to endorse or reject a proposal to | 
‘lengthen the mayor's term of office to two | 
years instead of one. The result of the 
referendum is to become effective immedia- 
tely. Should the endorsement be granted, 
the new mayor, wlioever he is, will immedia- 
tely commence a term of two years without | 
further reference to the public. 

It would be bigoted to deny that there | 
are valid arguments both for and against the | 
proposal, But The Edmonton Bulletin 
believes the preponderance of reason is 
against the two-year-term proposal, largely | 
because the effect of such a change would be 
diametrically opposed to the spirit of the city 
charter and to the theory of civic govern- 
ment as it has been developed and as it | 
pperates in this city. 

The mayor of Edmonton, under our 
gystem, has two distinct functions. As 
mayor, he is chief legislative officer. As 
a member of the board of commissioners, he 
is an administrative officer. He is the link 
between the legislating city council and the 
administering board of commissioners. 

His chief function is legislative, and 
whenever too much emphasis is placed on 
his administrative function, his legislative | 
value is correspondingly lowered. 

As an elective officer of the city, the 
mayor is preeminently a legislator, bound to 
carry into effect the policies enunciated by 
the voters of the community. 

As such, he should be in close and 
frequent touch with the electors. Any 
extension of his term would tend to make 
him more remote from the public. 

That is why the two-year-term, tending 
to perpetuate a mayor in office and to profes- 
sionalize the chief magistracy, is repugnant 
to the principles upon which this city is 
governed. 

The time may come when a two-year term | 
may be necessary. It is not necessary now, | 
and there is a danger in it.

Canada’s undersecretary for externa) 
affairs, Mr. L. B. Pearson, must be well 
thought of in United Nations circles.

It is not a job to be envied, for the dif- 
ficulties are obvious, therefore the kind of 
a job that calls for a man of unusual tact 
and firmness, qualities not often found in 
proper balance.
